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Introduction 


Basic materials for Core French pro- 
grams are listed in Circular 14 and its 
supplements. The compilation of this 
resource list stems from the constant 
need of teachers of French and their 
consultants/co-ordinators for a list 
of supplementary French materials 
for Core French programs from Kin- 

dergarten to Grade 13. 

In September 1977, the Curric- 
ulum Branch of the Ministry of 
Education notified Canadian pub- 
lishers and suppliers that a com- 
mittee was to be formed to evaluate 
print, visual, and recorded materials 
to support Core French programs 
from Kindergarten to Grade 13. Their 
submissions were requested for 
committee evaluation. 

The committee formed was com- 
posed of Anglophone and Franco- 
phone teachers and consultants 
experienced in teaching French as a 
second language in all divisions of 
the school program. These com- 
mittee members came from all cor- 
ners of the province and represented 
all of the affiliates of the Ontario 
Teachers’ Federation. Each member 
brought to the attention of the other 
committee members resource mate- 
rials from his or her personal and 
school board libraries and collec- 
tions. 

The committee met for fifteen days 
during the period from November 
1977 to March 1978. The members 
evaluated each item on the basis of 
the following criteria: 

— the suitability of content with 
regard to the social and intellectual 
maturity of the students in each 
division (Primary, Junior, Interme- 
diate, and Senior); 

— the hours of French instruction 
accumulated by the students up to 
the beginning of the year or grade 
in which the material would be 
used. Core French programs range 
from 20 to 40 minutes per day, an 
accumulation of 60 to 120 hours of 
instruction per year. The number of 
hours of instruction required 
before an item can be advanta- 
geously used is indicated in the 
annotation to each item in this 
resource list: 

— freedom from racial bias; 

— freedom from sex-stereotyping; 

— the suitability of material for inde- 
pendent use by individual students 
or small groups of students; 

— the suitability of material for 
instructional use with a whole 
Class. 

Some materials submitted for eval- 
uation were considered outdated 
and have not been listed. Teachers 


are urged to examine carefully all 
materials before introducing them to 
their students. Both the division sug- 
gested in the annotation and the rec- 
ommended accumulated hours of 
instruction should always be consid- 
ered. Some materials are considered 
Suitable for use in more than one 
division. Such items are fully anno- 
tated in the earliest division in which 
they are listed, and only their titles 
appear in subsequent listings for 
other divisions. 

Teachers will wish to consider the 
desirability of purchasing a variety of 
materials and titles rather than class 
sets in order to meet the different 
levels of interest and ability within a 
grade or class. 

Because any single item can com- 
bine several different media, the 
materials are listed alphabetically by 
title in seven major categories: 


1. Primary Division (Kindergarten 
to Grade 3) 

2. Junior Division (Grade 4 to 
Grade 6) 

3. Intermediate Division (Grade 7 to 
Grade 10) 

4. Senior Division (Grade 11 to 
Grade 13) 

5. English-Language Reference 
Materials 

6. Videotapes 

7. Films 


Books in English have been listed 
in a separate category; they should 
be used only as sources of material 
for cultural presentations to be given 
in French, since French is the lan- 
guage of instruction in French 
second-language classes. 

Films are listed in a separate cate- 
gory because their cost prohibits 
their purchase by any one teacher or 
school. French consultants may use 
the seventh category as a resource 
for the purchase of films for their 
boards’ central film libraries. 

The videotapes listed do not indi- 
cate a price because the prices 
charged by the VIP service of the 
Ontario Education Communications 
Authority depend on the length and 
type of tape involved and whether 


blank tapes are provided by OECA or 


by the customer. The latest OECA 

catalogue of videotapes should be 

consulted for the exact costs of the 
videotapes requested. 

Although as much material was 
evaluated as possible within the 
limits of time and personnel avail- 
able, this resource list of Core 
French support materials is by no 
means exhaustive. The prices 
quoted are valid as of May 31, 1978. 

Teachers are encouraged to
